San Francisco police arrested Tim Peebles, 19- 
year-old member of the Black Students Union and 
a sophomore at S. F. State. They said Peebles was 
planting the bomb in the school’s Creative Arts 
Building when the bomb exploded. Peebles lost three 
fingers and was blinded, temporarily at least in the 
explosion. 
San Francisco police are looking for another 
suspect m the bombing but haven’t been able to 
locate him. 
( laremont Police Chief Richard 0. Morrison said 
there is a similarity in the bombs but that is 
as close as investigators have been able to con­ 
nect the cases. He said they are not convinced 
that the Black Students Union had anything to do 
with the local bombings. 
Sheriff’s bomb detail experts said they are ex­ 
ploring all similar bombings, past and present. But 
they said they haven’t been able to tie the S. F. 
State blast to the ones here. 
Mrs. Mary Anne Keatley, 20-year-old Pomona 
College secretary injured when a bomb exploded n 
her lace in the Carnegie Building, was in good con­ 
dition today at Pomona Valley Community Hospital. 
Like P ebles, she lost lingers and suffered damaged 
eyesight.

“ You have to end up doing 
what you believe is right,” the 
police chief said. “ You have 
to separate your personal feel­ 
ings from your professional feel­ 
ings. 


“ I can’t enforce the law if 
it doesn’t apply to everybody. 
I had information about what 
my son allegedly was doing and 
assigned my detectives to in­ 
vestigate. 


“ If my kid has to go down 
the tubes, that’s the way it has 
to be.” he said. “ I had to make 
the decision.” 


A small amount of heroin and 
five kilos of marijuana were 
seized from the young man’s 
auto, authorities said.

5,092 Craft Lost 
U.S. Air Losses 
Now Estimated 
At $5 Billion 


SAIGON (U PI)—The United 
States has lost 5,002 helicopters 
and airplanes in the Vietnam 
War worth a total of about $5 
billion, military spokesmen said 
today. 
The announcement accompa­ 
nied Allied reports of 40 more 
Communist shellings late Thurs­ 
day and early today against 
eight South Vietnamese towns 
and 32 Allied military camps, 
many of them major American 
bases on 
the approaches 
to 
Saigon. 
The guerrillas unleashed their 
latest 
overnight 
barrages on 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird’s first night in Saigon on 
a trip keyed to discussing what 
he 
called 
“ appropriate 
re­ 
sponse” to the now 13-day-old 
Communist offensive. 
Home From Talks 
South Vietnam's vice pres­ 
ident, Nguyen Cao Ky, returned 
home from the peace talks in 
Paris today urging a resump­ 
tion in the bombing of North 
Vietnam. He said South Viet­ 
nam also has considered pulling 
cwt of the talks if the Reds do 
not stop their attacks on cities 
and towns. 
In Paris, a Hanoi spokesman 
said, “ We are not afraid of 
American bombings. President 
Johnson has been bombing us 
for four years and met defeat, 
if President Nixon follows in his 


steps, he will meet with the 
same defeat.” 
It was the northern bombing 
campaign, halted last Nov. 1, 
which took a heavy toll of Amer­ 
ican warplanes and reflected in 
the total U.S. air losses for the 
war reported today. 
2,409 Choppers 
The announcement said the 
U n i t e d States has lost 2,593 
fixed-wing 
aircraft 
and 2.4W 
helicopters since Jan. 1, 1961. Of 
them, 1,292 warplanes and 1,023 
helicopters were lost to Commu­ 
nist groundfire. 
Military sources, in a rough 
estimate, said the average cost 
of each plane and helicopter 
was about $1 million, making 
the total losses worth $5 billion. 
Among the U.S. bases shelled 
during the right were the U.S. 
25th and 9th Division headquar­ 
ters at Lai Khe and Dong Tam 
on approaches to Saigon, and 
the Marines’ helicopter pad at 
Da Nang. Overall losses w* re 
described by American spokes­ 
men as light.

Protest Stems 
From Clash 
Along Border 


MOSCOW (AP) — Thousands 
of banner-waving Soviet work­ 
ers and students marched on 
the Red Chinese Embassy today 
and hurled rocks and ink bot­ 
tles in a protest stemming from 
a border clash with China tn the 
Far East. The demonstrators 
smashed windows. 
At about the same tune the 
Soviet government announced it 
had protested massive demon­ 
strations around the Soviet Em­ 
bassy in Peking. A report of the 
protest by 
the official 
news 
agency Tass said two diplomats 
and Tass correspondents “ were 
insulted and subjected to acts of 
violence” there. 
The Soviet protest demanded 
protection for Soviet diplomats 
and warned that “ further reck­ 
less action on the part of the 
Chinese authorities may lead to 
complications, the responsibility 
for which will rest wholly w th 
the Chinese side,” Tass said. 
The 
Moscow 
demonstration 
came after thrive days of anti- 
Soviet mass marches in Peking. 
The 
Soviet 
demonstrators, 
brought to the area in hundreds 
of buses, paraded past the em­ 
bassy chuntmg, “ Shame to the 
clique of Mao Tse-tung,” and 
other slogans, 
After about two hours, the 
demonstrators had turned the 
main residence half of the em­ 
bassy compound into a multicol­ 
ored wreck. Almost every win­ 
dow in the building was broken. 
The mam embassy building, 
sitting further back from the 
street, escaped damage. 
A line of some 200 militiamen 
in front of the embassy kept the 
crowd from surging onto the 
embassy grounds. 
A sound truck in front of the 
embassy repeated over and over 
the Soviet protest note delivered 
to the Chinese government last 
Sunday right after the border 
clash in which both Soviet and 
Chinese soldiers were killed.

Various studies

exceptions, 
they almost all indicate that 
music tends to increase con­ 
centration 
especially 
among 
people of high intelligence. At 
least none of the researchers 
have found that music is detri­ 
mental except among people 
of low ability. 
Studies 
have 
also 
been 
made of the effects of various 
kinds of music, namely rock 
*n roll and classical. Much to 
the delight of all teen-agers, 
the 
researchers 
found 
that 
rock had a better effect on 
study than did the long-hair 
music. 
In this experiment the Bea­ 
tles out-performed the Boston 
Symphony. 


T H E EXPLANATION for 
this is that classical or seri­ 
ous music demands too mui h 
concentration and becomes a 
distraction instead of a help, 
the 
reason 
for 
most 
mu­ 
sic helping study for many- 
people is that music increast s 
mental energy and concentra­ 
tion which transfers over to 
the work being 
done. 
The 
simple and familiar melodies 
and construction of rock and 
other pop tunes are not so dif­ 
ficult to follow and don't act 
as a distraction. 
But the poor or marginal 
student, not equipped with as 
much mental ability as the 
bright student, spreads him­ 
self thin when trying to do 
both. Also, studies show that 
the good effects of music tend 
to decline and become just the 
reverse when played with very 
difficult study material. 
When you hit a really hard 
problem in math, you will do 
best to turn the music off and 
give the mathematics y o u r 
full and undivided concentra­ 
tion.

the supply lines from the north not been 
immune to aerial interdiction. 
But it is also true that four >ears of 
alm ost continuous bombing of the north did 
not prevent American battle deaths from 
inching up from 5 to 10 to 20 to more than 
30,000. The new President is 
prepared to begin trading 
lives for four more years of indec isive con­ 
flict, with or without bombing. 
Not onlv military' but political considera- 
lions argue against a resumption of the 
bombing, either on a limited, reprisal basis 
or as a m atter of routine. It is quite pos­ 
sible that Hanoi hopes to provoke the United 
States into suc h a response in order to reap 
the benefits of the inevitable outraged pub­ 
lic opinion, one of which would b e tenili< 
pressure on the President, at home and 
abroad, to settle the w ar on any term s—but 
just settle it. 
Ideally, what the United States ought to 
do, independent of the Paris talks and in­ 
dependent of the enem y’s activity on die 
battlefield, is begin the slow, staged with­ 
draw al of Am erican troops, replacing them 
with South Vietnamese. 
Evidence that South Vietnam had at last 
acquired the strength to begin taking o v e r 
the w ar would do m ore to m ake the North 
Vietnamese reasonable in Paris than any 
degree ot reapplication ol U, S. aiipower. 
But if after four years this is not feasible, 
if after four years of massive American 
f assistance South Vietnam cannot yet be 
gradually phased into shouldering more and 
more of the burden of the fighting, then 
it would seem to m atter little whether we 
bomb or not.

A1* the Bible noted so long 
ago,

every word.” 
A columnist recently expres­ 
sed surprise that the Hollywood 
m arriage of Jill St. J o h n and 
Jack Jones was breaking up, 
Agter all, hadn’t her astrologist 
advised the m arriage? 
On television you may now 
see a celebrated English clair­ 
voyant, Maurice Woodruff, per­ 
form his magic. Also from Eng­ 
land comes a self - styled witch 
named Sybil Leek who casts 
horoscopes and TV spells. It al­ 
most seems that there’s some­ 
thing eerie in the wind. The 
world, say the seers, has enter­ 
ed a dark period. Could be. Any­ 
way, from the witches’ coves on 
the English moors to the Gypsy 
Teakettle in your neighborhood, 
the occult is now a fad. Sud­

chic 
to 
be 
; pooky than kooky.

Japan Seeking Trade Expansion 


As a token of our emotional 
health, this preoccupation with 
the supernatural is probably un­ 
healthy. And as a means of 
roping with the tensions of the 
time, its s t u p i d and futile. 
Does it reallv make sense that 
the m arijuana craze a m o n g 
the young is owing to the in­ 
fluence of the planet Neptune’’ 
And does anybody remember 
that serious “ civil strife” was 
predicted for last Election Day 
because Mars was in conjunc­ 
tion with Jupiter? 
It has always seemed to me 
that the most hilarious prose ap­ 
pearing anywhere today is in 
the astrology columns. "Get im­ 
portant data to higher - ups,” 
one seer is fond of writing. Or, 
more imperatively, “ Stand your 
ground with bigwigs!” 
Because astrology is so clear­ 
ly a fantasy, being based on dis­ 
torted astronomy, my own in­ 
clination has always be<*n to­ 
ward 
witchcraft 
(Using 
the 
hypotheses of astotogers, one’s 
horoscope would b< 
valid, as­ 
trophysicists say, only for the 
year 3000 BC and AD 2300.) I 
recently read an interview with 
an English witch who k e e p s 
her broom in a corner of the 
living room and her cauldron 
atop the TV set. When she de­ 
sires something, she said, she 
sets off a “ magic current” that 
fetches it on the double. The 
current recently brought her 20 
alligator 
handbags.

she said, "but I’ve got the hand­ 
bags,” 


A 
Japanese 
trade 
mission 
headed by a member of parlia­ 
ment belonging to the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic party is cur­ 
rently in Peking working out a 
new trade agreement with Red 
China. It is a baffling and frus­ 
trating process as the heavy- 
handed Maoist ideology stands 
in the way at every turn. 
Yet, the lure of 700 million 
customers just next door is ir­ 
resistible. An island nation with 
only limited natural resources, 
Japan must increase her export 
trade 
to 
maintain 
the 
high 
standard of living set with the 
swift recovery since the end of 
the war. This is an article of 
faith expressed by industrialists 
and government officials alike. 
Exports to China 
increased 
last year to a record $325 mil­ 
lion, according to figures of the 
Japan External Trade Organiza­ 
tion. At the same time, however, 
imports from Red China drop­ 
ped by 16.8 percent to a total of 
$220 million. The hard fact of 
this discrepancy perm its few il­ 
lusions about any boom in the 
near future in Chinese-Japanese 
trade. The total exchange repre­ 
sents only 2 percent of Japan’s 
foreign 
commerce, 
with 
For­ 
mosa China having a trade with 
Japan at least double that with 
the mainland. 


The upheaval in recent years 
with virtual civil war in many 
provinces is reason enough to 
restrain hopes ol building a long­ 
term economic relationship with 
Communist China. Equally im­ 
portant is the paucity of raw 
m aterials China has to exchange 
for Japanese 
steel, 
chemicals 
and fertilizers. 
Thanks to the big ore carriers 
built 
in 
Japanese 
shipyards, 
steelmakers are importing high- 
er-grade iron ore from Vene­ 
zuelan and other sources than 
China can suppy. The sam e is 
true of coking coal that before 
the war came in considerable 
part from China. Japan's steel 
plants 
are today 
adapted 
to 
htgher-grade ores and to coking 


coal from Canada and the Uni­ 
ted States. 
The trade mission in Peking 
is sternly admonished on the 
evils of the government of Pre­ 
mier Eisaku Sato and his sub- 
.•^rvience to the United States 
and a “ two-China” policy. Any­ 
thing 
that 
can 
help 
bring 
down Sato, faced with the diffi­ 
cult problem of American occu­ 
pation of Okinawa and the Jap­ 
an - American security treaty, 
will serve Peking’s goal. 


Nevertheless, within heavy in­ 
dustry, steel and chemicals, the 
hope persists that trade can be 
a bridge to the exchange of of­ 
ficial tt ide missions and even­ 
tually to discussion at the am ­ 
bassadorial level of outstanding 
political 
differences. 
Peking 
stresses the friendlier attitude of 
the preceding Hayato Ikeda cab­ 
inet as against the cool or in­ 
different attitude of 
Sato. 
If 
China is to have any future in 
the world community at all, so 
this reasoning goes, it must be 
with the subtle leadership of 
Japanese industry in encoura­ 
ging China to move into the 
main stream of trade and com­ 
merce. 
With the powerful thrust of an 
economy growing at the rate of 
10 per cent a year, the Japanese 
are just now hypersensitive over 
what 
they 
consider 
artificial 
barriers 
being 
thrown 
up 
against 
their trade. 
The so- 
called voluntary restriction on 
the export of steel to the Uni­ 
ted States, which is not volun­ 
tary ar all since it reflects the 
concern of the government here 
that the U.S. Congress will slap 
on a quota without such a cut­ 
back, is deeply resented. Textile 
import restrictions imposed on 
a “ voluntary” basis are another 
sore point. 
From the American side cer­ 
tain foriTN of Japanese protec- 
tectionism are likewise resented. 
Until just the other day Japan 
had stood firm against Ameri­ 
can capital investment. The con­ 
sequences of American takeover 


in Western Europe have been 
watched with grave apprehen­ 
sion. This should not happen in 
Japan. 


The first small breakthrough 
has come in an agreem ent be­ 
tween the two leading 
motor 
m anufacturers, Nissan and Toyo 
Kogyo, with Ford to establish 
a jointly-owned firm producing 
automatic transmissions. It is a 
complicated 
deal 
involving 
Borg-Warner, which holds the 
basic patent. 
Genera! Motors is said to be 
pressing for the right to build a 
wholly - owned plant producing 
cars, to compete not so much in 
the 
domestic 
m arket 
as 
in 
Southeast Asia and other areas 
where Japan has been exporting 
most of the 600,000 motor-driven 
vehicles shipped for sale abroad. 
(.M is being told that a permit 
for a wholly-owned plant cannot 
be granted until three years have 
passed. This reflects the close re­ 
lationship between the Japanese 
government and industry, with 
the fear that a wholly - owned 
American operation would not 
respond to the same “ guidance” 
that Japanese industrialists have 
come to accept. 
Both countries have almost 
nothing to gain and everything 
to lose by the kind of rivalry 
that ends with government pro­ 
tection. Japan is, after all, the 
United States’ best overseas cus­ 
tomer. Quotas imposed from the 
American side 
would 
almost 
certainly be met by Japanese 
quotas. 
There should be no illusions, 
Japan 
is searching 
diligently 
for m arkets everywhere. A rep­ 
resentative of the Japan-North 
Vietnam Trade Association re­ 
ported after a recent visit to 
Hanoi an active interest in joint 
ventures 
to 
reconstruct 
the 
country when the w ar is ended. 
And sooner or later, so the be­ 
lief is here, the fumbling giant 
so 
close 
at 
hand 
will 
turn 
to Japan with its advanced in­ 
dustry and technology for lead­ 
ership. 


The new secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Robert 
H. Finch, has just 
given the 
clearest and most informative 
comments 
available 
thus 
far 
from an authoritative source on 
the problems 
with 
which 
the 
superintendents of pubhc-school 
districts throughout the country 
have been struggling. He ex­ 
plains, for instance, the real dif­ 
ference between such words as 
“ discrimination,” “ segregation” 
and “ integration." 
The “ guideline^” Issued by the 
previous adm inistration caused 
m ud. 
consternation 
because 
they apparently were somewhat 
in conflict with the warning laid 
down by Congress that federal 
funds must not be used “ to cor­ 
rect racial im balance.” 
In a 
copyrighted interview, conduct­ 
ed by members of the staff of 
“ U.S. News & World Report” 
and published this week, com­ 
prehensive 
answers 
on 
many 
significant questions were giv­ 
en by Finch. He said in part: 
“ It is clear thiit when you 
withhold funds where there is a 
dual school system — with some 
all-white schools and some all­ 
black — then it is the Negro 
schools that are going to suffer 
in the allocation of state and 
local funds . . . 


“ I'm convinced (hat we just 
can’t work with raw percentag­ 
es and say: ‘You've got to have 
the same percentage of black 
and whites in every school.’ You 
go into parts of Chicago and 
Harlem 
and 
Pasadena, 
into 
Washington, D.C., and you find 
all-black situations. It’s totally 
artificial to insist on bussing 
school children 
if it may be 
detrim ental to the level of edu­ 
cation. 
“The greatest problem we’ve 
got in the elem entary and sec­ 
ondary schools in the country is 
not to get so hung up on these 
other struggles as to let the 
quality of education in the pub- 
lic-schoo! system erode and er­ 
ode and erode . . . 
“The Supreme Court has nev­ 
er really said that segregation 
itself is unlawful — or at least 
de facto segregation. The court 
has said: If you commit delib­ 
erate 
acts 
of 
discrimination, 
then you are in violation of the 
law . . . 
“ We re reviewing the guide­ 
lines now. We will still carry out 
the intent of Congress and what­ 
ever the interpretation of the 
Supreme Court is and will con­ 
tinue to be, so that we’re more 
responsive 
and 
realistic 
in 
term s of what is happening to 


education . . . 


“ I don’t believe in a 50 per 
cent figure, or 20 per cent, or 
any other arbitrary figure. We 
have to look at each school dist­ 
rict, with its own profile and its 
own ‘chem istry.’ We can’t just 
take arbitrary percentages and 
still come out with quality edu­ 
cation —■ however each of us 
may 
define 
‘quality 
educa­ 
tion.' . . . 
“ If I were making a judgment 
as superintendent and I were 
convinced that the white faculty 
in that particular instance was 
capable of doing a better job of 
schoolteaching, well, then 1 — 
for one — would stay with the 
white faculty. And I don’t think 
that, because the student body is 
overwhelmingly 
black, 
there 
has to be an arbitrary number 
of black faculty m em bers.” 
Finch doesn’t favor arbitrary' 
percentages for the number of 
white or black faculty members 
in a school. He says that if 20 
per cent were insisted on, for 
example, it would be found in 
certain sections of the country 
that the best 
Negro teachers 
have gone elsewhere and hence 
an order to hire just any Negro 
teacherc would hardly improve 
the quality of education. 
“ 1 
intend” 
says 
Secretary 
Finch, “to put education first, 
in trying to m aintain the qual­ 
ity of these school system s.” 


The secretary doesn’t specifi­ 
cally criticize the “guidelines” 
and interpretations of those of­ 
ficials who handled these m at­ 
ters 
for 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
in the preceding administration. 
But he indicates plainly that the 
confusion that has arisen is not 
confined just to one section of 
the country. He 
implies that 
there has been a 
widespread 
misinterpretation 
of what 
the 
federal government can do un­ 
der existing law and Supreme 
Court decisions. 
Many of the citizens in various 
school districts have been bewil­ 
dered by the viewpoint of “com­ 
pliance officers" 
sent 
out 
by 
government 
bureaus 
as 
con­ 
trasted with that of professional 
educators. What the new secre­ 
tary has just discussed so frank­ 
ly and at great length doubt­ 
less will be studied carefully bv 
the citizens groups as well as 
school authorities in all parts of 
the country. For he has made a 
constructive start toward the so­ 
lution of a difficult problem that 
is certainly not going to be sol­ 
ved overnight.

Municipal Posts at Stake in Tuesday Vote 


Pomona voters may elect 
from one to three of the nine 
candidates running for three 
municipal offices at the city pti- 
mary election Tuesday. 
There is even a remote chance 
that no one will be elected and 
that the two top vote-getters in 
each of the three contests — for 
the office of mayor and for two 
council seats — will be forced 
into a run-off in the April 8 gen­ 
eral election. 
These possibilities and others 
exist under the governing elec­ 
tion rules of Pomona's city char­ 
ter and the state election code. 
As the rules go. any candidate 
can be elected in the primary 
if he receive* a majority of the 
votes. If this *s not the case, the 
two candidates in each race who 
collect the most votes will run 


again in April. 
Three Seek Post 
Mayor Richard C. Brownell is 
running for a second 2-year 
term. He is being challenged by 
Ben Lawing and Jay Rodriquez. 
Brownell, 4% is a general in­ 
surance broker and operates his 
own agency in Pomona. Two 
years before his election 
as 
mayor in 1967, he served as 
councilman for eight years. 
Lawing. 39, is a pharmaceuti­ 
cal 
sales 
representative 
for 
Merck. Sharpe & Dohme. He al­ 
so is a former councilman. In 
1965 he was elected to a two- 
year unexpired term in the 1st 
Councilmanic 
District. 
Two 
yars later, he made an unsuc­ 
cessful bid for mayor. 
Rodriquez, 41, is a Pomona 
businessman. He operates his 


own public relations agency and 
is connected with other bus­ 
inesses. He is trying for his first 
elective public office. 
Voters almost certainly will 
decide Tuesday who they want 
as successor to the incumbent, 
G. Stanley Keetle, in the 3rd 
Councilmanic District. He is not 
seeking re-election. 
Two Seek Vacancy 
There are only two candida­ 
tes running for this post, C. L. 
(Clay) Bryant, and John P. Per­ 
kins. Both previously ran ior 
council posts, Perkins in 1961 
and Bryant in 1967. 
Bryant, 49, is a quality control 
engineer. Perkins, 35, is an in­ 
surance agent. Barring an unex­ 
pected development, such as a 
tie, one of the two will be elect­ 
ed at the primary. 


The field is more crowded in 
the 2nd Councilmanic District, 
where the incumbent, Randolph 


C . Wills, is being opposed by Ad­ 
rian Wright, W. H. (Bill) Koch, 
and Arnold Hudson. 
Wills, 61, is a department head 
at Nash’s. He is aiming for a 
second 4-year-term. The term in 
the 3rd District is also for four 
years. 
Wright, 58, is supervisor of 
child welfare and attendance for 
the Pomona Unified School Dis­ 
trict. This is his first attempt 
for elective public office. 
Koch, 49. owns Koch’s Alumi­ 
num Sales in Pomona. He ran 
for 2nd District councilman with 
out success in 1965.
